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EUPHORBIA POLYCHROMA. 


to the best of our knowledge,there is no friendly sort of 
common name given to this plant,but there should be.Some of 
the botanists even insist that it should be called Euphorbia 
epithymoices.And the common family name,is Spurge. 

But if you'll recall that this is a close relative of the 
showy Poinsettia,that its flowers are very similar,in that 
the true flower is a tiny yellow disc,et the center of a clus- 
ter of soft yellow leaves or bracts,you'll feel a bit of in- 
terest stirring,we hope.For the plant is one of the chief 
attractions of the early spring garden or rockery.It blossoms 
almost with the Daffodils,and certainly with the Tulips, and 
when once established it makes a fine clump,a foot across and 
as much high,with fifty or more flower stems.It is of easy 
culture in any dry soil,dislixing wet feet only.It is best 
left undisturbed,and is for that reason somewhat slow to get 
established,tho it is almost never lost from transplanting 
in early spring.Locate it carefully,for it is permanent,and 
too,if rigorously cut back after flowering,it will send up 
new soft grey-blue folieged,reddish stems,and be good looking 
all the rest of the year.

TWO OUTSTANDING NOVELTIES. 


Both of these plants have been offered 
by us before,and both have been written 
about and described.But for the benefit 
of the newcomers,and because one of them 
has definitely ‘arrived! in the hardy 
plant world,we must repeat some of the 
things we have previously said,and perhaps 
add a few new facts. 


It has taken a number of years for our 
Scabiosa Blue Snowflake to become really 
popular.We can understand that,for we kept 
the original plants for several years be- 
fore we even tried to increase them.Most 
of the perennial Scabious have not been 
truly hardy,nor even long-lived in milder 
climates than ours.And while there are a 
number of fine nemed sorts available 
abroad,most of those offered here were from 
seed,even when given varietal names.So that 
we didn't really expect this one kind to 
be any better,and paid little attention to 
Ante 


The original plants came to us from a 
garden in Manchester Vermont.It was the 
one worthwhile seedling in several grown 
from a packet of seed of unknown source. 
Mrs.Beckwith,who raised it,wrote that it 
was hardy with her,and would we care for 
some divisions to try.Of course we said 
we did,and when they came we planted them 
in a single row across a bed in our trial 
section.There they stayed,and flowered 
annually for several years.After they had 
shown up for about the third time,we began 
to take notice,and decided to take some 
cuttings.So we cut the entire tops back, 
took them to the greenhouses,and in the 
course of getting the cuttings, threw the 
blooms on the floor.Still,after that treat- 
ment,they looked so well,that they were 
picked up,and placed in water,and a day 
or two later were taken to our florist, 
who used them in some work,and paid well 
for them.That first made us wonder if we 
had been neglecting something.Then we found 
that the tiny plants from the cuttings 
would live thru a winter outside,without 
unusual protection.Soon we had enough to 
offer,and the first year brought a mild 
response,but when we didn't accept an 
order for fifty,the next year from a well- 
known landscape architect,she wrote us to 
say that she had liked it,but apparently 
it wasn't hardy,else we'd have grown more 
of it.To prove to her that it was hardy, 
we have grown more of it ever since,and 
now we have it growing from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Coast,and from Michigan, 
to Georgia.It gets praise everywhere. 
Other nurseries are asking for it.On one 
prominent cut-flower market last summer 
it was a regular feature,and was in strong 
demand until the summer flowers(annuals) 
became plentiful.And any flower that will 
satisfy a flower merchant after being 
shipped to market a considerable distance 
is usually worthwhile. 
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SCABIOSA BLUE SNOWFLAKE. 


A perfectly hardy,easily grown form of Scabiosa caucasica. 
The plant itself is of neat compact habit,with clean dark 
green foliage,end a sturdy root system,which transplants 
easily.The growth is by the increasing of the crown,and each 
new bud which develops,will flower,so that if there is enough 
room for good development,blossoms may be had from June until 
severe freezing weather.There is no weediness,nor suckering. 
the plant is a 'good neighbor! in the border. 


The growth is erect,and except in the most exposed places 
rarely needs suvport.It may stand to a full three feet,but is 
usually from <4 to 40 inches tall.The soft blue flowers are 
perfectly formed, three inches across,and on good stems for 
cutting.In the garden,it is a showy, but restrained,color mass 
which helps the more vivid shades nearby.When cut,it is fine 
in any bouguet,and 6 generous display slone,will be long re- 
membered.The flower lasts,too,especially if cut in the early 
part of the day,end just as the first petals open.Used as an 
accent plant in the mid-border,or massed in considerable 
numbers,it is equally pleasing.

DICENTRA SPECTABILIS ALBA. 


Ihis is the little known white flowered form of the well 
known Bleeding Heart.It is identical,save that,as is often the 
case with white flowered variations of brighter colored plénts, 
it has 6 softer green foliage,end is not quite so strong in 
growth.It is at its best,in partial shade,or even on the north 
side of a building. 


The flowers open clear white,but as they age they attain a 
sea-shell pink stege,that is particulerly pleasing.4s a hort- 
icultural rarity,the plant is of great interest.As a garden 
subject,it is a rarely beautiful and entirely charming gem.

CLEMATIS GRATA,COTE D' AZUR. 


This Clemetis is not a vine,nor even a sprawly plant like 
Clematis recta.Instead it is a sturdy affeir,with pencil size 
stems to sbout five feet of height at best.A good clump may 
have eight or twelve such stems.Some support is best,tho if 
out of the wind,it isn't wholly needed.The foliage is good,a 
fairly bright green,and at its earlier steges of growth, the 
plant reminds one of a Japanese Anemone. 


Flowering begins in August.The blooms sre dark blue,in 
clusters of severeél flowers in the axils of the leaves,almost 
from the bottom of the plant. to the top.Perhaps an inch long, 
they are tight little cylindersi,that flare at the end.The whole 
effect is blue,really dark blue,and as a background plant in 
the border,they provide a shade that is lacking at that time. 
However,we have seen them used effectively as specimens on 
the lawn,end as centers for beds of annuals.Entirely hardy and 
long-lived.

In the course of things,we brought some 
blooms home,and a friend in the vicinity, 
witn a lot of hardy plant knowledge,was 
in and chanced to see them.“e immediately 
commented on two facts that we consider 
notewortny.First,tne flower opens perfectly 
in most cases,whereas many seedling sorts 
will always produce blooms with one side 
bare of petals.And two,tnhe bloom opans 
fully flat,to display the nicely filled 
center,whereas many sorts even including 
one named kind we have,do not fully un- 
fold the petals,which turn upward at the 
end and seem always about to close up.Too, 
he spoke of the clearness of the color. 
And it was then that the plant was named 
for our friend had known "Snowflake" 
Bentley,and had seen the originals of many 
of the thousands of photo-micrographs of 
Vermont snowflake crystals made by that 
quiet genius in his hill home,and so he 
said,"It looks like a snowflake". And we 
said,"yes,a Blue SnowflakelAnd so it does 
for the conformations are those of a 
erystal,while the cool soft blue coloring 
is about what one would expect if there 
were blue snowflakes.It isn't a strong 
color,but there is enough of it to be of 
value with any other colors in a bouquet. 
It is cool on a hot day.At first opening 
the tiny anthers have.a pinkish tone,which 
enriches the flower wonderfully,but as they 
age, the center becomes whiter.The blooms 
last remarkably well,especially if cut as 
soon as the first petal opens.The stems 
are long,and after the central flower has 
been taken, the two side buds usually open. 
And this we have found.If you will divide 
your plants about every other year,and see 
that they are not too crowded at the root, 
and will keep the blooms cut,they will 
flower all summer.This is because blooms 
come up from newly forming eyes on the 
crown.We do not know the size the plant 
will attain,but no doubt it will be a 
foot or more across.We had several plants 
in our own little garden,which had gotten 
to that size.Now that garden has been taken 
over by Hollyhocks(and weeds).Last winter 
it wasn't covered in any way,and this spring 
we found that field mice had eaten the 
crowns completely out of most of them.In 
spite of that,they all developed new tops 
and flowered well,late in summer. 


Perhaps the best story we have,concerns 
the florist who came in one day in late 
August,and saw a small bed in bloom.They 
were all we had,and we refused to sell him 
any.Craftily,he placed an order for other 
things,to be picked up later in the day 
and on his return,finding he had another 
man to wait on him,he proceeded to walk 
out to the bed again,and to persuade the 
salesman to dig him a plant.Such per- 
sistance should have been rewarded.

Two outstanding Novelties,-con. 


The other uncommon and interesting 
plant we offer,has a shorter story,tho it 
has a longer history.Bailey's Encyclopedia 
mentions a white form of the common Bleed- 
ing Heart.And,when we were starting in the 
work of growing plants, before World War 1, 
we posessed at least one catalog that 
listed it.But in the years that followed 
it apparently was lost in this country,and 
abroad.When we had attained our own place 
of business,and were planning its future, 
one night we drew up a list of the plants 
we wanted to obtain,and specialize in,and 
while that list has vanishedsalong with 
Trollius,and Adonis,and Anemones(to name 
a few),was White Bleeding Heart.And we 
searched for it,thru the medium of letters 
and in some of our early publications, un- 
til finally it was offered us from Mich- 
igan.But when the piece of root arrived, 
it was wrapped only in tissue paper,and 
was too dry ever to grow. 


And then,probably from some similar 
contact in England,Amos Perry obtained a 
plant,and soon it was available there.As 
quarantine 37 never had been kind to us, 
we decided to get a Canadian friend to 
import some plants,which he did,and then 
after they had been grown in Canadian soil 
for a while,we were able to have them in- 
spected in the field,and bring them thru 
a port of entry,later to be inspected in 
our own cellar,and eventually to be placed 
in our beds.Our first propagations went 
well,and we thought we should soon have 
endless numbers, but we found we had merely 
been lucky,for the plant is not so strong 
as the common form,and cuttings do not 
grow readily.However,we have been able to 
grow it outside,with only the usual care 
and we now have a moderate number of field 
grown plants.In order to increase it in 
quantity,we shall have to wait until peace 
returns us some of our skilled men,and 
gives us time to 'fuss' with it.But once 
grown,it need have only moderate care in 
your garden. A bit more shade than you give 
the common sort,is indicated. 


A year or more ago,roots of this form 
were sent to Dr.A.B.Stout,at the Bronx 
Botanic Garden,where they have grown and 
thrived.Dr.Stout was interested to use 
the plant in breeding experiments,and he 
succeeded in producing seed from it,and 
from crosses with it.His first results,as 
is usually the case,were not startling. 
But they proved that it was possible to 
produce seed,and with that start,we may 
now look for further changes in the color, 
with perhaps stronger growing whites,as 
the first result.We hope to tell you more 
about these plants of ¥r.Stouts,next year. 
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THE PANICLED PHLOX. 


Most of the improvement in this plant family,was by the 
hands of European plantsmen,but it is essentially American. 
Almost anywhere in this country,it can be grown well,for it 
is entirely hardy.Because it flowers during the heat of sum- 
mer,and the large flower heads make heavy demands on the roots 
it should have extra water as the buds form and expand.Use 
some water too,in the form of a fine spray from below,to dis- 
courage red spider,and you will do much to obtain fine results. 
Mildew,which is also troublesome,is never so bad when the 


plants have adequate fertility,and ample moisture.

PHLOX AND CHRYSANTHEMUMS. 


If one were esked what flower will give 
the most midsummer color,grow only to a 
moderate height,be perfectly hardy,and 
free from most diseases and insect pests, 
there could be but one answer.For the 
Panicled Phlox will fit that description 
and it has unseen virtues as well,that 
aren't mentioned.One of them being, that 
almost anyone and any soil,will grow Phlox. 
Not but that they aren't best on a moder- 
ately fertile,deply dug soil,not too wet 
and when given extra water at flowering 
time. 


Now,this year we are told by those who 
should know,that Phlox plants are not 
plentiful.Well,we haven't got thousands 
of any one sort,but we have got a lot of 
kinds,and a lot of plants of most of them. 
During the past year,we had an eye out for 
Phlox,and as a result,we found them in un- 
usual places,and brought them in.Just 
check the list in this Gossip,with those 
in most other catalogs.Not all sorts are 
good everywhere,and if you have been want- 
ing some kind that does well near you,or 
one that you used to have,very likely we 
have it. 


When midsummer comes,and the nights 
are warm(and the days hot),the scent of 
Phlox on the evening breeze will cool you. 
And if its color you want in daylight,here 
are countless kinds and variations. 


Then in September,the Chrysanthemum 
should come into its own.All of the earlier 
sorts failed to flower early enough for us 
to be of any real garden value here.Then 
the Azaleamum came along,and shortly after 
Alex Cumming began sending out earlier 
sorts,so that now,we can look for flowers 
from September 15-20,on til frost,and even 
later for most of these sorts will resist 
a slight freeze.Most of these sorts are 
perfectly hardy too,tho none will stand 
wet conditions in winter.But it should be 
better understood that the old clump is 
of little value the succeeding year,and 
that the best blooms will come from small 
potted plants,or from single strong div- 
isions taken from the old clumps.So that 
if vour plants have even a small shoot 
alive in the spring,you can have as good 
a display again in the fall,if you'll 
baby that shoot a little. 


Cuttings made in the greenhouse in 
April,and potted into small pots,with one 
pinch,will make the best display in fall. 
They need only one more strong pinching 
back after planting,a fertile soil,and some 
water,Don't let Aphis get thick,and don't 
crowd them,and you'll have a fall display 
you will remember all winter.

WHAT'S NEW? 


As a matter of fact,very little.1944 
seems to have brought an unusually small 
crop of new plants to interest us.This is 
understandable of course.lhe supply of 
new things, the world over,is really becom- 
ing smaller.The hybridists help us,by 
their work with the larger plant families 
but they,like more common mortals,were so 
busy keeping ahead of the weeds,that it 
is hardly likely they had time for much 
else.Certainly we didn't have time to do 
more than cast a casual eye,at some of our 
pet projects. 


In the past,we could obtain from the 
Plant Introduction Gardens of the Dep't. 
of Agriculture,many things which their 
scientists and collectors were sending in 
from all over the world,end it was in this 
way that we obteined the forms of the Spice 
Pinks,known as Dianthus winteri.These three 
sorts were obtained from an English firm, 
who named them.It won't do to call them 
new,for we offered them several years ago, 
but after letting the stock get low,we did 
manage to increase them again last year, 
and had a splendid display of blooms as 
recompence.These aren't Carnations,far from 
it! They are simply fine types of Dianthus 
plumarius,compact plants of good habit, 
very floriferous,and with bright clear 
colors,and a fine fragrance.When side by 
side with seedling forms,their superiority 
is easily seen. 


We offered Lemoines! Clematis grata hy- 
brids a few years back,ana shortly after 
we lost control of two of the verieties. 
Only one continues to do well for us,and 
that grows superbly.As a tall,blue flowered 
plant,for the background of the border in 
late summer,there is nothing better. 


We hope to be able to offer this fall, 
three new Violas,disseminated by the Ver- 
mont State Agricultural Vollege.Two of them 
are distinct in every way,being neither 
Violas or Violets,in tne commonly used 
sense of these terms,while the third is 
an improvement over tne ordinery Sweet 
Violet.We have good stocks,slready, but 
preferred to wait until there were more, 
end the price could be reasonable. 


Among the shrubs,we have good words for 
two that we nave previously offered.If 
you have trouble getting ordinury Forsythia 
to flower,try F.giralciana.Last spring,it 
bloomed for us,while F.intermedia was 
barren down to the snow line. But the 
prize award continues to go to the Dwarf 
Arctic Willow,which,either es a loose or 
as a clipped formal hedge,is the most 
attractive thing we have seen,and so easy 
to grow.You should still plant Barberry, 
to deter dogs,or Privet if you want a fence. 
But if you want a beautiful enclosure for 
a garden or a lawn,try this new Willow.

THE MANAGER'S DESK. 


A year ago,my message to you seemed to 
warrant a place on page 1.Looking back 
now,it seems it might as well have been 
put in its proper place,at the very end. 
But there was so much uncertainty, both 
for the moment,and for the future,that it 
overshadowed all else. 


Then, before spring really came,I 
recalled the words of a Yankee farmer who 
had not always known what the end would be 
either.We stood on his porch one fall day 
looking out across his fields sloping to a 
swamp,and I noted where he had started to 
plow and inquired how much he intended to 
break up.When he had shown what the limits 
were to be,I said,"It's getting late,do 
you suppose you'll get it done before cold 
weather?" "Maybe not," was the reply,"but 
I like to set my stakes and plow to them." 


And so,we set our stakes.We planned all 
the things we had to do,and did as much of 
them as we could,as well as we could, before 
we had to drop the one and turn to the next. 
As a result,while we had some failures,we 
grew a surprising amount of everything.We 
did devote all the necessary time to our 
food crops,so that whether anything else 
grew or not,we could be sure of those.Then 
we transplanted and reset the more valuable 
items which were in the weeds after 1943's 
rainy summer.Came fall,and we turned to 
the harvesting,and not one crop but was 
handled in time and to the full.Not only 
that,but we dug thousands of Lilies and 
other bulbs,and reset the thousands of 
smaller ones,left after grading out the 
salable ones.And when winter came,we could 
say that while we hadn't quite reached the 
stakes,we never really expected to,and had 
come closer than we even hoped.Not but that 
there are fields that weren't weeded,and 
rows that weren't cultivated.But not so 
many @s we expected and feared last March. 


Most of the credit should go to the 
four long time employees who returned in 
the spring and who are being kept busy all 
this winter.Then too,there is another who 
worked at night elsewhere,and who more than 
once went a full thirtysix hours without 
sleep to help with pressing work.To all 
those others who helped,thanks,too.And if 
the year taught anything,it was never to 
consider a task impossible. We can't hope 
that the coming year will be easier,nor 
have less problems.But we aren't afraid 
of it,nor them. We'll just set our stakes 
nd plow to them!
